today a compilation intended to 
show that John Meyer, party- 
throwing publicity man for How- 
ard Hughes, listed expenditures of 
$5083.79 for entertainment of El- 
liott a velt and his friends 
over od of three years. 

+ haath ‘han took the stand in 
the committee's inquiry into $40,-

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, chairman of the subcommit- 
tee conducting the hearing, said 
the listing represented entries by 
Meyer on expense accounts turned 
in by Meyer.

MACHINE BOOTS 
500,000 IN 10 YEARS 


Carolina Man’s Gadget to 
Continue Easing Curosity 
or Souls of Man. 


NEW BERN, N. C., Aug. 2 
(AP)—Tom Haywood's self-kick- 
ing machine rounded out 10 years 
of service this week and will con-| 
tinue to operate for the benefit of 
those who feel they have done 
something best atoned for by a 
swift Kick in the pants. 

Haywood, a commissioner of 
Craven county, said yesterday he 
had planned to dismantle his con- 
traption on its tenth anniversary 
but changed his mind because of 
public demand. 

The machine consists of a belt- 
driven hub with four arms, each 
carrying at its’ end a’ securely 
mounted shoe. ‘The user, after 
taking the proper stance, turns a 
crank which sets the shoes in 
motion. 

Since it was installed July 27, 
1937, Haywood said, more than 
500,000 penitents and others mere- 
ly curious have resorted to its 
soul-easing booting. Included were 
numerous high ranking officials, 
at least one Governor, and resi- 
dents of nearly every state in the 
Union as well as of foreign coun- 
tries.

PRESIDENT AT ‘SHANGRI-LA’; 
AIDS SEND FOR HIS TOPCOAT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
President Truman relaxed today 
in the nearby mountain retreat, 
“Shangri-La“ and aids sent for his 
topcoat and woolen sweater to 
ward off a sharp early morning 
chill, 

The President, who has spent a 
strenuous week attending his 
mother’s funeral and studying a 
heavy accumulation of bills passed 
by Congress, found the tempera- 
ture so ideal for resting that he 
stayed in bed until 8:45 a.m. 

To Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross, relaying the in- 
formation to reporters, this was a 
“most astonishing hour” for the 
farm-born president to arise. His 


‘usual time is 6 o'clock. The Pres- 


ident attended a movie in the mess 
hall of the camp last night and re- 
tired at 10:30. 

He is making his first visit since 
July 4, 1946, to the spot in the 
Catoctin mountains, 65 miles north- 
west of Washington near Thur- 
mont, Md.; which the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt used as a wartime 
retreat. He left the White House 
yesterday afternoon.

Seizure 


Act of War Under Pro- 
posals of Committee — 


Under World Agency. 


By FRANCIS W. CARPENTER. 

LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 2 (AP) 
—Seizure by any nation of atomic 
stockpiles and facilities always 
will be a signal of war, United 
Nations atomic energy delegates 
declared last night in a preview 
of their second report. 


“The seizure (by any nation or 
group of nations) of stockpiles, 
production facilities and facilities 
utilizing nuclear fuel will always 
be a danger of such magnitude,” 
the delegates said, “that seizure 
should be recognized by all na- 
tions to mean that a most serious 
violation of the treaty has taken 
place and that the nation is about 
to embark on atomic waffare.” 

The views of the delegates, act- 
ing thus far in their individual 
capacities, were contained in a 
series of six papers made public 
by the political committee of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, 

Soviet Russia took no part in 
drawing up these papers and fre- 
quently criticized the work on 
them by the delegates; Poland 
participated slightly. 

Nature of Proposed Controls. 

U.N. observers said that unless 
Russia and Poland changed thein 
attitude, the atomic commission 
would turn in its second report 
in September by a 10 to 0 vote, 
with Russia and Poland abstain- 
ing. That was the line-up on the 
first report made to t U.N. Se- 
curity Council last Dec. 31. 

The papers, concerned mainly 
with the powers and functions of 
a proposed international control 
agency, made these important 
points: 

1. Nations or persons should not 
own. atomic source material, nu- 
clear fuel and dangerous facili- 
ties. These must be held by the 
agency in trust, without the power 
to sell them. 

2. National research and_ devel- 
opment activities should be limit- 
ed only so far ds is necessary for 
security. 

3, The atomic control agency, 
which must keep abreast of the 
latest developments in the atomic 
field, must attract a_ sufficient 
number of scientists and engineers 
of high class. 

4, The agency must seek out any 
clandestine activities or facilities 
involving nuclear fuel. 

5. An’ atomic treaty should em- 
body the principle that compar- 
able national deposits of atomic- 
bearing ores throughout the world 
should be used up proportionately 
so that one nation would not gain 
an advantage. 

6. The agency’s powers of in- 
spection, by plane and other 
means, should be wide but should 
have some limits. 

7, Personnel of the agency who 
will conduct the surveys and in- 
spections should be selected on 
an international basis.

Maryland war veteran has filed a

Widespread Hunt Set Off 
for 7 Fighter Craft Re- 
ported Ready to Leave 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
The State Department—alert over 
“rumors of revolutionary plotting 
in the Caribbean area,” today set 
off. a widespread hunt for seven 
former Army combat planes re- 
ported ready to leave the country. 

onceding it was acting on ru- 
mor, the department called on the 
customs bureau and other federal 
agencies to prevent “these alleged 
planes” from leaving the country. 
A department statement left in 
uncertainty whether the planes 
actually were prepared to or did 
take off, as previously reported, 
from a Florida field. 

The Florida Highway Patrol 
sped about the state searching 
deserted air fields but failed to 
find the planes. Air fields were 
checked between New Orleans and 
the Mexican border without re- 
sult. 

Messages Give Plane Types. 


Messages to be on the lookout 
for the planes referred to them 
as two P-38s (Lightnings) and five 
P-51s (Mustangs). War Depart- 
ment officials said some had been 
sold as surplus and may be in 
civilian hands, 

The State Department in its 
statement disclosed that last 
January, on the basis of the re- 
ported plotting, it had alerted law 
enforcement agencies “in an effort 
to make sure tnat United States 
territory would not be used for 
conspiracy.” The general alert is 
still in effect. 

The department gave no in- 
formation on where an uprising 
might be expected. Actually of- 
ficials have been receiving re- 
ports for some time that a force 
of hundreds of men had col- 
lected in Cuba to conduct an op- 
eration against the Dominican 
Republic. These have met with 
denials of Cuban and other of- 
ficials.

CHEMICALLY 98 CTS., 
NOW WORTH $31.04 


EVANSTON, Ill., Aug. 2 (AP)— 
The human body—once valued 
chemically at 98 cents—today is 
worth $31.04 on the current infla- 
tionary market, says the curator 
of the Northwestern University 
department of chemistry. 

Curator Nick Dallas made the 
estimate on the basis of what 
Northwestern has to pay for the 
same chemical compounds that 
are present in the human body. 

Example: Calcium phosphate 
which, Dallas says, “used to go 
begging,” now retails for $5 a 
pound, The normal body content 
is 3.8 pounds,

(At The Hague, the Dutch Cab 
inet was called into extraordinary 
session to consider the U.N. order.) 

The Council debated only two 
days before issuing the cease-fire 
order in the strongest action ever 
taken by the U.N, The fighting 
began July 20. 

To enforce its decision, the 
Council under the U.N, Charter 
can employ the most powerful 
means at its disposal—economic 
sanctions and severance of diplo- 
matic relations by its members 
and, as a last resort, “such action 
by air, land and gea forces as may 
be necessary to maintain or re- 
store international peace and se 
curity.” 

Still without an international 
military force due to long delays 
in organization, the Council could 
call on individual states to supply 
such armed strength as was need- 
ed to enforce a decaion. | 

Three Abstain in Voting. 

The vote last night was 8 to 60 
with Britain, France and Belgium 
abstaining. 

Russia and the United States, 
the latter author of the final res- 
olution, split only when delegates 
voted down a Soviet demand that 
Dutch and Indonesian troops be 
withdrawn to positions they held 
at the start of military operations, 
Russian Delegate Anrdei A. Gro- 
myko insisted that otherwise the 
Dutch would have an advantage 
in the negotiations.. 

Dutch Ambassador to the United 
States .Eelco N. Van Kleffens, 
who had opposed the U.N. action, 
stalked out after the Council ses- 
sion with a “no comment what- 
soever” statement to reporters. 


rHle earlier advised delegates that 


his Government hoped hostilities 
would cease at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. 

One of his associates said there 
was no doubt that the Dutch 
would accept the Council's verdict. 

Van Kleffens was in almost 
constant trans-Atlantic telephonic 
communication with The Hague 
throughout the debate. He re 
peatedly contended that the fight- 
ing was an internal affair and 
the Council had no authority. 

An American spokesman said 
that the United States Govern- 
ment’s offer of “good offices” to 
both sides still stood. The Dutch 
at the start of yesterday's session 
had announced they “gladly ac- 
cepted” the offer and dispatches 
from Batavia indicated that the 
Indonesian Government would ac 
cept conditionally at least. 

Debate on Resolution. 

Britain, France and Belgium 
fought intervention by the U.N, 
throughout the debate. French 
Delegate Alexandre, Parodi told 
the Council after the balloting 
that he would have preferred to 
vote against the resolution, but 
abstained because his veto would 
have killed it. 

Passage of the resolution served 
to give official Council recogni- 
tion to the Indonesian Govern- 
ment, a point hotly contested by 
Van Kleffens. Commenting on 
the action, C. Thamboe, a spokes- 
man for Indonesia, termed the de- 
cision “a victory for the demo- 
cratic forces of the world.” 

Russia’s amendment on the 
withdrawal of troops to previous 
positions was defeated when Gro- 
myko could get only Poland to 
vote with him. The other nine 
delegates abstained and the pro- 
posal fell far short of the neces- 
sary seven votes. 

During the final stages of de 
bate, The Netherlands was under 
strong attack from China and In- 
dia. The Chinese delegate, Dr. 
T. F. Tsiang, charged that the 
Dutch were acting as an “over- 
lord” and wanted to place Indo- 
nesia in the role of a “vassal 
state.”

AID 10 EUROPE 
MAY BE 100 SLOW 


Crisis Developing So 
Rapidly That Need 
May Outrun Marshall 
Plan’s Ability to Sup- 
ply Help. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
American officials fear the eco- 


* nomic crisis in Europe will de 


velop so rapidly that the need for 
new American help may outrun 
the Marshall plan’s ability to sup» 
ply it. 

The financial difficulties of 
Britain are only a part, although 
the major part, of the conditions 
which are causing serious concern 
here. 

Reports have been reaching of- 
ficials for some time that the 
French and Italians, whose polit- 
ical fatures are more directly in- 
volved because of their domestic 
Communist parties, may need ad- 
ditional help before the yearend. 

One bright spot is that not all 
help need be of an outright. finan- 
cial nature. For instance, some 
relief is afforded foreign nations 
wherever ships are transferred for 
their direct operation and their 
dollar drain to meet shipping costs 
in American vessels is eased. 

Resources Lacking. 

In the main, however, the Ad- 
ministration faces the’ next few 
months before Congress recon- 
venes without resources for meet- 
ing most of the expected critical 
needs of Europe. 

Officials feel that at least they 

ust give Europeans co-operating 
in the Marshall plan every possible 
indication of American interest 
and support until the United 
States does swing into action. 

For this reason diplomatic au- 
thorities believe the qualified en- 
dorsement Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, gave to the plan in his Co- 
lumbus (O.) speech Thursday 
night may be a source of encour- 
agement to Europeans. 

The nations which are now go- 
ing through the first phase of the 
Marshall plan in Paris by plan- 
ning a program of European self- 
help and estimating Europe's 
needs are trying to finish their 
work by Sept, 1. 

Aid Unlikely Before January. 

At present it seems unlikely 
that Congress will reach the stage 
of action on European aid before 
the next regular session opens in 
January. 

There is speculation over pos- 
sible loans from the international 
bank in which the United States 
is one of the most powerful mem- 
bers and of modification of Brit- 
ish loan agreement provisions 
which might allow the British to 
conserve their dollars. 


Free Exchange of European Cur- 
rency Proposed. 

PARIS, Aug. 2 (AP)—The Bene- 
lux delegations in the 16-nation 
Europe economic organization yes- 
terday called for free exchange of 
European currencies as soon as 
possible as an essential step in re- 
construction under the Marshall 
program. 3 . 

Benelux—Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg — spokes- 
men told the organization’s steer- 
ing committee that the 16 member 
states should make their curren- 
cies mutually convertible and also 
make them freely convertible into 
gold or United States dollars. 

They urged the appointment of 
a special committee of financial 
experts from each participating 
state to study this proposal and 
report back to the organization. 
This was approved and the new 
special committee is to have its 
first session next Tuesday. 

Benelux spokesmen said there 
were two essential requirements 
for such a step: 

1. Each member nation must 
take interna] financial measures 
to achieve domestic economic 
stability. 

2. The United States must give 
the 16 nations adequate aid. 
The steering committee also ap- 
proved a proposal to create a spe- 
cial commission of experts to de- 
termine the needs and surpluses 
of man power within the 1§-nation 
area, and to draft means of facili- 
tating the movement of workers 
from one nation to another. 

This was in line with a proposal 
originally made by Italian Foreign 
Minister Carlo Sforza who said 
two weeks ago that Italy had a 
surplus of about two and a half 
million men while France ‘had a 
corresponding deficit.

JEW'S BODY THROWN

Authorities Think He Was 
One of Two Men Abducted 
South of Tel Aviv. 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 2 (AP)—An 
unidentified Jew was found dead 
today on a roadside near Petah 
Tiqva, east of Tel Aviv. Author- 
ities expressed belief he was one 
of two Jews reported abducted by 
English-speaking men in Army 
uniforms south of Tel Aviv about 
two, weeks ago. 

Edward Curtis of the Associated 
Press reported from Tel Aviv that 
a taxicab driver told him he 
found the body at 10 a.m. and esti- 
mated the Jew had been dead 12 
hours. Two Arabs near the scene 
said they had seen the body 
hurled from’ a passing truck a 
short time earlier. 

Curtis said the _ all-Jewish 
metropolis of Tel Aviv was “just 
about back to normal today” after 
a/night and day of violence ap- 
parently touched off by discovery 
north of there Thursday of two 
British sergeants who had been 
hanged by Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jew- 
ish underground group. Five Jews 
were killed and 16 hurt Thurs- 
day night and 33 others wounded 
yesterday in Tel Aviv. Reliable 
sources said most of the casual- 
ties resulted from the gunfire of 
British troops and police angered 
at the killing of the sergeants.

Izvestia Says U.S. Seeks Monopoly 
in Atomic Research. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 2 (AP) — The 
Soviet Government newspaper 
Izvestia charged today that the 
Baruch plan would allow the 
United States to contro] the 
atomic research of all nations 
while excepting America from con- 

trols. 

(Many of the proposals ad- 
vanced by Bernard M. Baruch, 
former American representative to 
the United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, were embodied in the 
first report of the commission.) 

Kiktor Kudrayavtsev, former 
war correspondent, wrote: “On 
July 23 the American commission 
for internal control of atomic en- 
ergy published a second half year 
report to the President. The main 
principle of the report was a pro- 
|posal of the commission to ‘pre- 
serve and increase the present su- 
periority of the United States in 
atomic armaments.’

The slogans, which police said 
apparently were painted by a pro- 
fessional painter, read “Nazis,” 
“British Following Nazis,” and 
“SS Exodus 1947.” The latter is

In Chicago, anti-British signs 
were reported by police on the 
sidewalks in front of the build- 
ing which houses the British con- 
sulate.

MUNICH, Germany, Aug. 2

the immediate future” to turn 
military government in Germany 
over to the State Department.

Negotiations in Deadlock

tion Today. 


PETROIT, Aug. 2 (AP)—Union 
negotiators announced after a 
brief session with Ford Motor Co. 
executives today that they will 
recommend a strike Tuesday for 
107,000 produciton workers, The 
CIO-United -Auto Workers ®xecu- 
tive board was scheduled to act on 
the recommendation later in the 
day. , 

Richard T. Leonard, UAW. vice 
president and national Ford direc- 
tor, announced the union negotia- 
tors’ decision and reported no 
progress toward a settlement of a 
pension plan and union liability 
dispute.

1000-FT. MINIMUM AIRLINE 
ALTITUDE URGED BY BOARD 


Lowest Flying Height Now Is 500 Feet— 
Other Aviation Safety Rules Recom- 
mended to Truman. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (UP)— 
President Truman’s Air Safety 
Board went one step further to- 
day in its attempt to reduce air 
accidents by more rigid flying 
rules, 

In a report to Truman the 
board recommended: 

1. That commercial airlines fly 
their routes at least .1000 feet 
above the ground, The present 
minimum altitude is 500 feet. 

2. That standard requirements 
for aircraft landing in bad 
weather be set up for all United 
States airports. 

3. That commercial pilots 
stick to instrument flying un- 
less they have at least three 
miles visibility and can fly at 
least 500 feet below the lowest 
clouds, 

The board said its recommenda- 
tions could be put into effect “in 
the very near future.” It said 
that airline operators, pilots and 
Government officials already are 
in accord with most of the sug- 
gestions, 

James M. Landis, chairman of 


both the air safety and the civil 
Aeronautics Boards, said the pro- 
posed regulations would halt some 
flying practices which he feels 
have caused “a number of ac- 
cidents in the past.” 


The Air Safety Board was set 
up by the President after three 
major air crashes brought death 
to 146 passengers and crewmen. 

One of the crashes occurred 
when a low-flying Pennsylvania 
Central airliner plowed into a 
Virginia mountainside during a 
rainstorm.

BERLIN, Aug. 2 (AP) — The 
official newspaper of the Berlin 
Social Democratic party said to- 
day 13 “large and well-known con- 
centration camps and forced labor 
camps” were operating in the 
Russian occupation zone of Ger- 
many. 

The newspaper charged the 
camps were run by the NKVD 
(Russian secret police) and had 
tens of thousands of inmates. It 


said the inmates included many 
German Social Democrats and 
Communists considered “undesir- 
able” by the Soviet-sponsored So- 
cialist Unity party. 

Among the camps named by the 
Social Democrats were two for- 
mer notorious Nazi concentration 
camps, Buchenwald in Thuringia 
and Sachsenhausen in Branden- 
burg. American news correspond- 
ents have been refused permission 
to visit Buchenwald and Sachsen- 
hausen, 


MARSHALL HOPES ITALY WILL 
REVISE ITS PEACE TREATY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C, Mar- 
shall told the Italian Government 
today that its ratification of the 
peace treaty had wiped out “the 
last Fascist-created barrier” be- 
tween that nation and the rest 
of the world.” 

In a message to Count Carlo 

Sforza, Italian Foreign Minister, 
he urged that Italy revise ‘“cer- 
tain provisions” of “the treaty 
which are objectionable to the 
United States. Marshall did not 
specify them. 
Count Sforza, replying, assured 
Marshall that the Italian people 
would “learn with profound satis- 
faction” that the United States 
desires treaty revision, either 
through U.N. action or by bilat- 
eral agreements. 


WIDESPREAD GUERRILLA ACTS 
REPORTED BY THE GREEKS 


ATHENS, Aug. 2 (AP)—Wide- 
spread guerrilla activity and 
clashes between the Army and 
guerrilla bands were reported 
from northern and central Greece 
today. 

Press and official dispatches 
said 50 guerrillas were killed or 
wounded at Chryssi near Kasto- 
ria and between 50 and 60 others 
became casualties under air at- 
tack west of Naoussa and on 
Mount Kroussia. 

Guerrillas, the reports said, are 
setting fire to crops and destroy- 
ing threshing machines, agricul- 
tural implements and tractors in 
rural districts, as well as burning 
rightists’ houses.

SOFIA, Aug. 2 (AP)—An au- 
thoritative source said last night 
that a Greek plane flying from

NLRB regional directors in Bal- 
timore and Cincinnati already have 
resigned. Other resignations are 
in prospect from those who served 
the board under the Wagner Act 
of 1935. 

Denham denied that there would 

any wholesale shakeup, but 
other NLRB sources expressed be- 
lief that there will be a good 
many new faces by the time the 
board starts to work under the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

The new general counsel, who 
was sworn into the $12,000-a-year 
job yesterday, said he would not 
“tolerate” on his legal staff any 
one who does not believe in the 
purposes of the act or who is 
unwilling to carry it out to the 
best of his ability. 

Denham said he is now explain- 
ing his viewpoints to members of 
the NLRB’s staff here. He said 
he will retain those whose records 
convince him that they can give 
the law a fair trial.

Sarafian, 
meanwhile, would pick up a di- 
rect-line telephone to inform Lieb- 
erman that a customer was on 
the way and would tell the drug- 
gist how much morphine to give 
the man, the agent related. 

The druggist would charge $1 
for filling each prescription, the 
agent continued. Lieberman, he 
said, would give the agent an 
empty bottle, representing the cold 
capsules, and hand him the mor- 
phine cubes separately. By that 
method, prescriptions in his files 
would indicate he had furnished a 
man a medicine containing mor- 
phine. 

Next step was for the agent to 
take the morphine to the osteo- 
path’s office. “We trusted each 
other,” the agent remarked. Then 
Sarafian would sell his “patient” 
part of the drug at $5 a grain, re- 
taihing the rest for use in his 
office in serving addicts, the agent 
related. The wholesale price of 
morphine is 4 cents a grain. 

“He never asked my name,” the 
agent continued. “It was like 
buying a loaf of bread in a 
grocery. In my 23 years in the 
narcotics bureau, I’ve never seen 
anything like it.” 

Final Deal in Marked Money. 

Last night the ‘agent reported 
he bought morphine from Sara- 
fian with $20 in~mar money, 
which was recovered after the 
arrests. One of the special police 
officers quoted Sarafian as saying 
when arrested: “We knew we 
were doing wrong.” Sarafian, they 
said, told them his “high over- 
head” and the purchase of an ex- 
pensive automobile prompted him 
to sell narcotics. 

Sarafian, 32 years old, a grad- 
uate of the Kirksville School of 
Osteopathy and Surgery, was the 
driver of an automobile which 
overturned in a slough three miles 
north of East St. Louis last Feb.

For General Price Control 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I would like to ask why all the ex- 
citement to have rent control? The 
price of milk has just gone up 1 cent 
a quart, making an increase of 110 per 
cent over the 10 cents a quart that we 
paid in 1942. Steaks that sold for 35 
cents a pound now sell for from 70 to 
90 .cents a pound, again over 100 per 
cent increase. Bacon, which sold for 
30 cents a pound, now is 65 cents to 75 
cents a pound, over 100 per cent in- 
crease. Sugar, which sold 10 pounds for 
45 cents, is now 10 pounds for 95 cents, 
over 100 per cent increase. 

I could go on and on, yet everyone 
stands by and does nothing about it. 

We all know that labor has received 
considerable increases, but not like the 
packers and other large industries. The 
trouble lies in. the way costs are fig- 
ured. I will give an example of a shoe 
manufacturer. If his labor costs were 
$1.25 a pair and he gave a 15 per cent 
increase, which would be 18% cents a 
pair, he would not increase his selling 
prices on the same basis but would take 
a shoe that he sold for $4.50 and add 
15 per cent of this amount, which is 
67% cents, which in turn makes for the 
higher cost of living. That's why we 
should -have a general price-control 
system. 

I am employed by a charitable or- 
ganization, which I must say has been 
very generous with me, but it is impos- 
sible for it to try to keep up with con- 
ditions as they are.- I would like to buy 
wearing apparel, but it takes all I earn 
to feed my family. 


What I think should be done, is for | 


everyone to buy as little as possible 
and these greedy people will then begin 
to compete.

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Britain’s New Crisis 

Having withheld the unpleasant facts as long 
as possible, Britain’s Labor Government now 
frankly proclaims that the nation is facing a new 
economic crisis. Home production has risen so 
slowly and the cost of goods imported from 
America has risen so sharply that the $3,750,- 
000,000 loan from the United States will be 
exhausted by the end of this year, instead of 
lasting for three years. 

As one: means of easing the strain, Britain is 
asking the United States to assume part of the 
cost and share manpower commitments in the 
British zone of occupied Germany. “This the 
United States probably will do, but in the last 
analysis the stress will be relieved only by the 
things the British can do for themselves. 

One of Britain’s troubles is that too much 
of its manpower is in the wrong occupations. 
There is a serious shortage of farm, mine and 
cotton mill labor, yet more than 500,000 persons 

are employed full or part-time by bookmakers,

The Government may not dare touch such 
a popular institution as the bookshops, but it 
does plan to ration raw materials to non- 
essential industries, so that some of the em- 
ployes will have to turn to essential industries 
for jobs. 
~ The basic trouble with British industry now, 
as it has. been for many years, is the lack of 
up-to-date machinery. This is the chief reason, 
for example, that the British miner produces 
only about a fifth as much coal per day as the 
American miner. 

Almost equally important, British industry, 
as some of its own experts have pointed out, 
is stratified along highly inefficient lines. There 
are supervisors, inspectors, foremen and straw 
bosses galore. Lewis Ord, a British industrial 
consultant, says British industry averages 90 
non-productive workers to each 100 on the line, 
against an American ratio of only 25 to 100. 

In the past Britain lived easily with the help 
of dividends from foreign-investments and co- 
lonial enterprises. Two world wars, plus a 
revolution in colonial policy, have about wiped 
out this source of income and left, instead, a 
burden of foreign debt which must be serviced, 
or repudiated. 

The Labor Government might well consider 
appointing a commission to explore ways and 
means of increasing the initiative and efficiency 
of British industry. And ‘it might concentrate 
its foreign expenditures, beyond food imports, 
on industrial machinery to increase productivity 
of its workers. 

It has been proved that the mere nationaliza- 
tion of industry will work no miracles. 
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60 Years and Pick-Sloan 


It would be impossible to read the resume 
of Missouri Basin appropriations by Congress, 
as printed in the Post-Dispatch Thursday, with- 
out a keen sense of what half-way planning and 
pork-barrel lobbying have cost this region. 

For 60 years Congress has been dribbling 
thousands and millions into the Missouri Valley, 
without concerted plan, without continuous pur- 
pose. By comparison with the Tennessee Valley, 
where TVA’s river control works were* substan- 
tially completed in some 14 years, the Missouri 
Valley has precious little to show for it in a 
period four times as long. 

Still the floods come, breaking levees, which 
have been rebuilt flood after flood. Still the 
rainfall races off of lands that should be for- 
ested and scours topsoil from the farms, Still 
waterpower goes to waste and navigation is 


_ negligible. 


And still—least understandable of all—there 
are those in the valley who by deliberate choice 
would continue to entrust the development of 
this region to the agency which has done so 
little for it for so long—the Army Engineers, 
with all that means in half-way measures, 
political horse-trading and unrealized oppor- 
tunities. 

The Pick-Sloan plan of the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau is more of the in- 
adequacy of the past 60 years. It represents 
the point of. view that the way to succeed is 
to keep on with a failure. To citizens of this 
region who are undecided between Pick-Sloan 
and MVA, we recommend a reading of the 
record, 

If they can find pride and satisfaction in what 
has been accomplished to date, and believe it 
is all they should expect in 60. years, the Pick- 
Sloan plan is their meat. If they want some- 
thing better, they had better get out and work 
with a will for MVA, 
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Senator Taft on the Health Bill 


Senator Taft, speaking at his homecoming 
rally in Columbus, said some things that were 
good and some that weren't, including a few in- 
accurate extravagances of the kind that are in- 
dulged, in political speechmaking, even by some 
of our top officials. In one such flight of ora- 
tory high over the facts he said: 

“He (President Truman) insists upon a health 
plan which will socialize our entire medical pro- 


fession and make every doctor an employe of — 
This statement is . 


the Federal Government.” 
a humdinger, since it contains two large mis- 
statements of fact in one small sentence. 

The Wagner-Murray-Dingell health bill, the 
measure Mr. Taft objects to, would not socialize 
the entire medical profession; to be entirely ac- 
curate, it would not socialize any part of it. It 
might, to the contrary, prevent ultimate sociali- 
zation of all of the profession. It would not 
make every doctor an employe of the Federal 
Government, or in fact any doctor except those 
who chose to become members of the Public 
Health Service as at present. 

Doctors would continue to be just as free 
agents as they are now. They could accept 
patients whose bills would be paid out of health 
insurance, or they could decline any or all such 


work; in either event, they would be self-em- © 


ployed. The beneficiaries of health insurance 
would continue to choose their own physicians, 
just as they do now, unless the physicians of 
their choice agreed with Mr. Taft that accepting 
patients’ money which had been paid into the 
Federal Treasury was objectionable. 

Senator Taft has recognized the need for sup- 
plying federal action to, make up for the defi- 
ciencies in commercial medical service. His 


. measure, 


recognition takes the form of a bill which he 
introduced as a substitute for the Wagner-Mur- 
ray-Dingell bill. _He does not, therefore, object 
to doing something about this subject; he merely 
objects to doing enough. 

The Senator’s objection to the bill on account 
of something that isn’t in it is a subtle and, we 
do not doubt, unintentional compliment to the 
If he had a persuasive objection to 
something that was really in the bill, wouldn't 
he use it? 
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‘Habits Must Be Changed’ 


Instéad of going along with the State Mine 
Department’s whitewash of the coal tragedy at 
West Frankfort, Ill., the coroner’s jury returned 
an open verdict. Instead of dismissing it as “an 
act of God,” the jury. said, what is the fact, 
“Responsibility unknown.” 

The evidence showed that the gas explosion 
occurred in a worked-out tunnel from which 
the timber supports had been removed. Every 
handbook on mine safety recognizes the special 
danger of gas under such conditions. With the 
supporting timbers removed, coal is likely to 
fall from the ceiling, releasing imprisoned gas 
so fast that ordinary ventilation cannot dilute 
it below the danger point. 

At West Frankfort the company defended it- 
self by saying that it is necessary to take out 
the last remaining coal from the tunnel after 
the timbers were removed, because otherwise 
the whole operation might be thrown into the 
red. And it was ohed that this is standard 
practice. 

But is it necessary to take this danger? In 
Washington, Capt. N. H. Collisson, Federal Coal 
Mines Administrator, has just issued a report 
on mine safety, including this significant para- 
graph: 


Many of the traditional habits and meth- 
ods of long standing must be changed to 
eliminate unsafe working conditions, 


The fact that tunnels have hitherto been left 
open, rather than sealed off, after the timbers 
were removed is not proof that the procedure 
is right. 

Capt. Collisson went on to urge Congress to 
pass “legislation that will: not only raise the 
standard of safety but will give the Government 
the power to enforce that standard.” Congress 
shirked this responsibility in the session just 
ended, but at the next session it will face a re-

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Social Security Anomaly 


Taxes for old age insurance, by act of Con- 


gress, will continue at 1 per cent each on pay- 
rolls and earnings for another two years. With- 
out this special legislation, the rates would have 
gone up to 2.5 per cent next Jan, 1 under the 
underlying law. By setting aside the automatic 
increases, as it has done several times, Congress 
is establishing a policy it has never formally ap- 
proved. In fact, it rejected that policy at the 
beginning of the social security system. 
Officially, the system, like ordinary insurance, 
builds up reserves against future claims. The 
present fund exceeds current demands. But, at 
a 1 per cent tax rate, it is not building up enough 
to cover the claims it will encounter a few years 
hence, when more citizens reach retirement age. 
Then the surplus will vanish and Congress will 
have to raise the tax, make supplemental ap- 


propriations from general funds, or both. 


Congress’ insistence on the low rate undoubt- 
edly means that a powerful faction against re- 
serves and for a more current basis is in con- 
trol. This view, we think, has the better of the 
argument. The insurance reserve is sheer fic- 
tion, since the Government has the money in- 
vested in its own obligations. 

Furthermore, the reserve fiction prevents the 
adoption of a method that would work for eco- 
nomic stability. Without the insurance fiction, 
Congress could stiffen the tax in times of active 
business, drawing that much out of the infla- 
tionary tide—and lighten it in slack times, add- 
ing to the reservoir of needed purchasing power, 

If the system were explicitly on that basis to- 
day, Congress would hardly have frozen the low 
rate. Apart from that, it would promote bet- 
ter understanding all around if some Congress 
would meet the issue openly and decide on a 
policy and practice that run in the same direc- 
tion. 
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Inroads on the Deficit 

St. Louis has won a new opportunity to in- 
crease its revenue. With State Tax Commission 
approval, the 1947 assessed value of real estate 
and personal property in this city is $82,473,220 
higher than that of 1946. This gives the city 
claim to $1,400,000 in additional taxes. Increased 
assessments on public utility propérty and the 
stocks of merchants and manufacturers will un- 
doubtedly ,follow, The School Board and the 
library fund will also gain from the enlarged 
tax base. 

The increased property valuation amounts to 
8 per cent, which is certainly moderate. With 
so marked an inflation of values, especially of 
real estate, the assessors could have justified a 
larger increase. A few owners of rental resi- 
dential property may be squeezed by higher tax 
payments. But most of them are now in a posi- 
tion to recoup slightly higher taxes, and much 
more than that, through the optional 15 per cent 
increase in the federal rent law. r 

If the city bends all efforts to hold down fur- 
ther inflation of expenses, the higher property 
levy will make pleasant inroads in the threat- 
ened municipal deficit. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the city’s revenue sources are too nar- 
row to bring the books in safe balance. The 
city needs access to income taxation—a province 
now held solely, according to court ruling, by 
the state. 

The state can comfortably be generous. Its 
property assessment, like St. Louis’s, is raised. 
Most important, it receives a golden flood of 
sales taxes and will do se indefinitely. 

Hence two fair means of transferring state to 
local taxation have been proposed to the Legis- 
lature. The state could cut income tax rates 
one half and empower local,governments to levy 
up to the amount of the reduction. Or, as the 


‘revenue prospect may well justify, the state 


could yield the whole province of income taxa- 
tion.

While arbitration often is the only realistic way out of economic 
disputes, system should be revised, writer says; he ¢riticizes high 
fees and difficulty in getting court review of awards; says some 
professional arbiters are compromisers who “split the difference.” 


Joseph Halleck in a Letter to the New York Sun 


Arbitration of labor disputes, as at pres- 
ert practiced, has such defects that, in my 
opinion, the system should be promptly 
examined and remedied. 


This method of settling problems has 
won so good a name that a party to a la- 
bor dispute who expresses reluctance to 
arbitrate any point almost automatically 
becomes, in the opinion of outsiders, mul- 
ish at best, probably in the wrong and un- 
willing to submit to a fair test. 


It is not necessarily so. Almost always, 
where there is commercial arbitration, 
there is the alternative of court procedure. 
There is no such choice in most labor ar- 
bitration; it is arbitrate or have a strike. 


In.cases where the public is seriously in- 
valved, as with utility companies, there is 
no real alternative; if matters get to the 
point of a strike, public pressure and ulti- 
matums from government force arbitration. 


Now, since arbitration is often the only 
realistic recourse in a labor difference, its 
nature and methods may be examined, 


Where the Trouble Starts 


In labor arbitration, the issue is not 
likely to resemble that of the ordinary 
commercial arbitration. In the latter, there 
is frequently a contract, explicit or im- 
plicit, and usually one clause of it is the 
subject of decision. 

Labor and management usually get along 
fairly well with their contracts, and can 
negotiate dubious clauses.. They go most 
often to arbitration when there is no con- 
tract, or when a new contract is to be 
signed. Instead of one issue, there may 
be several issues, one of them probably 
the vital one of rates of pay. 


Labor arbitrations are likely to be far 
more complex than others. Even so, who- 
ever objects to arbitration of even one of 
several disputed points, because of strong 
conviction on it, faces the loss of public 
sympathy, despite having no recourse to 
judicial review. 

Who shall conduct the arbitration is the 
next question, and here is one of the major 
vices in the present situation. There is 
coming to be, in the United States, a small 
group of professional arbitrators. They 
can make an excellent living out of the job. 


Witness a recent union complaint against 
an arbitrator’s request for a fee of $10,000 
regardless of the length of the arbitration, 
with $500 additional for each session over 
20. An arbitrator has submitted a bill for 
$7500 after an arbitration which covered 
not two full days of hearings. 


Niée Work If You Get It 


Fees average not less than $200 a day 
(and an arbitrator's day, like a taxi’s mile, 
customarily includes any fraction thereof). 
An arbitrator who charges $100 a day is 
in the lower brackets. 

This is nice work if you can get it. It 
is not easy to get. When arbitration has 
been decided on, usually each side submits 
to the other a list of eight or 10 suggested 
arbitrators. More often than not, each list 
is entirely different. The union names 
men believed to favor labor, and vice versa. 


Whatever their reputations for probity, 
men of standing in industry or the labor 
movement are out. In a spell of brisk 
horse trading, each side tries to obtain as 
arbitrator a man it believes may incline ite 


way, and, failing that, seeks as near as 
possible an approximation of a man from 
Mars, 

The final choice is likely to fall on one 
of the professionals. There are scarcely 
10 of these in this city, and not many more 
than twice that number, likely to be picked 
for major arbitrations, in the whole 
country. 

Most of them have been with the War 
Labor Board or with state labor boards. 
Lawyers predominate. Only one comes to 
mind as having extensive business experi- 
ence, They are eligible for future arbitra- 
tions because in the past they have not too 
seriously offended labor or management by 
their findings. 


Neither Very Pro Nor Anti 


That's the nub. An arbitrator, by defin!- 
tion, is supposed to be a decider, but the 
professionals tend to become compromisers, 


They are, in my belief, men of utter per- 
sonal integrity, but they are human. They 
are unlikely to get the work if they decide 
even more completely pro or completely 
anti either faction, The great bulk of re- 
cent awards tends toward splitting differ- 
ences. 


Judge John C. Knox of the Federal Dis- 
trict Court has proposed creation of a 
United States Labor Court, whose judges, 
with life tenure in well-paid positions, 
would not be subject to any hint of eco- 
nomic pressure. This might be a remedy, 


Less revolutionary would be a broaden- 
ing of the grounds on which appeals from 
arbitration awards may be taken to the 
courts—awards which at present cannot 
be challenged except by allegation of fraud 
-—or with the assertion that the arbitrator 
exceeded his authority or exercised his 
function imperfectly. If-he comes to the 
wrongest of findings honestly and with the 
right technique, his award stands. 


Exactly what remedial measures should 
be applied, I do not presume to say. Here, 
however, is the problem, and it is one 
which in the interests of everyone affected 
by labor matters must be solved.

and supporting foreign regimes which con- 
tinue to play the reactionary, imperialistic 
game,

Instead of Screaming 


FREEDOM OF THE PRESS, by Willlam Ernest Mocking. 
(University of Chicago Press, Chicago.)

Newspapers as a whole have behaved 
badly toward the Commission on Freedom 
of the Press, headed by Chancellor Robert 
M. Hutchins of the University of Chicago, 

This first formal and organized effort to 
criticize the press*from outside has been 
génerally kissed off because the criticism 
came from outside. Professors and philos- 
ophers, it was alleged, didn’t know aime: 
about the trade. 

Philosophers do have their shertocuiinds 
—their preoccupation with split hairs and 
their love for toying with words. Prof. 
Hocking’s book, which states the broad 
basis of théory on which the commission 
founded the previously published report, 
“A Free and Responsible Press,” demon- 
strates that. But I hold that it is a good 
thing, rather than a bad one, when “out- 
siders” take a critical look at newspapers, 
radio and films. 

* + . 

What too many practitioners of the com- 
munications arts never seem to learn is 
that freedom does not belong to them. It 
belongs to the public, and the public has 
a duty to keep this right, along with all 
others, from rusting by neglect. 

Prof. Hocking, in common with other 
members of the commission, refuses to 
consider freedom as a flat and unqualified 
privilege. He insists that all freedoms en- 
tail responsibilities’ and must serve the 
social good to survive. 

Libel laws, obscenity laws and the like 
now limit press liberty. “When expression 
becomes equivalent to aggressive action,” 
Prof. Hocking finds, “it incurs the general 
legal responsibilities of action.” Is it possi- 
ble that new categories of abuse may come 
within this principle? Prof. Hocking thinks 
it is, 

A consistently aggressive newspaper 
campaign of lying about a certain aspect 
of foreign relations, for example, may be 
considered an abuse rather than an exer- 
cise of freedom. 

. * . 
, Prof. Hocking also believes there is a 
limit to the permissible pandering to hate, 
bigotry, lust and prejudice, though he is 
not clear about just where the line 
be drawn. 

On principle, Prof. Hocking concludes 
that the state may (not necessarily should) 
resort to action when press freedom is 
abused. It may, without dictating content, 
regulate the conditions of publication (as 
through the anti-trust laws). It may ex- 
pand the laws to cover “poisoning the wells 
of public opinion.” It may itself enter the 
field of news supply. It can “miake a strict- 
ly limited use of censorship.” 

The very mention of such restraints will 
arouse screams of anger from many who 
control the exercise of press freedom. In- 
stead of screaming, they would do better 
to exercise freedom with more responsi- 
bility.

their monthly allowance. 

To bring this down to a fair and 
reasonable basis, Fradiey a year 
ago issued an’ order which would 
grant the allowance in proportion 
to the number of hours spent in 
training. The objective was to 
compensate the veteran on the 
farm for the actual time he spent 
in study. It was felt that a full 
subsistence allowance, such as is 
granted to students in college, 
would in reality be a pension for 
the veteran on the farm. 


The Farm Bloc Descends. 


Shortly after the order was is- 
sued, the farm bloc descended on 
the White House. Representing 
the most potent political group in 
the country, farm-bloc leaders de- 
manded that the full allowance 
for on-the-farm training be re- 
stored. 

As a-result of this pressure, 
Bradley rescinded the order. He 
let it be known ‘that he was re- 
treating, provisionally, until Con- 
gress decided whether the full al- 
lowance was to be paid.

Short)]y before adjournment, 
Congress sent to the White House 
a bill requiring the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration to pay the full farm 
allowance. The measure does, 
however, set up certain training 
standards which, if they are en- 
forced, will end some of the worst 
abuses. The farm bloc had won 
a major victory. 


Other Abuses as Bad. 


Since last September, when the 


| Bradley order was rescinded, the 


number of on-the-farm trainees 
has expanded three times. As of 
a month ago, it was 173,000. The 
expansion has been particularly 
rapid in the South. This means 
annual payments up to $200,000,000 
a year, which is not small even 
when measured against the vast- 
ness of the VA over-all program. 
Congress appropriated for veter- 
ans for the coming fiscal year 
$6,964,457 ,000. 

Farm-bloc Congressmen resent 
the suggestion that on-the-farm 
training is an abuse of the G.I. 
bill. They reply that, if it is an 
abuse, there are many other 
abuses just as bad or worse. A 
congpicuous one is the flight-train- 
ing ‘program, which costs approxi- 
mately $140,000,000 a year. Here 
is another instance in which the 
intention of Congress seems to 
have been perverted. 


Bradley’s Successor. 


In offering air training to re- 
turning veterans, thc idea was to 
give them a skill which would en- 
able them to enter a new field 
where they could improve their 
earning capacity. A setondary ob- 
jective was to provide a reserve 
of trained pilots and technicians 
in the interest of national se- 
curity. 


But che overwhelming majority 
of veterans taking the training 
are taking it merely because they 
think it would be a nice idea to 
know how to fly. They will make 
no practical use of it. They fall 
for the most part, in the same age 
group as the former A.A.F. pllots, 
of whom there is already an ex- 
cess, and so the contribution to 
national security is negligible. 


Gen. Bradley's successor as Di- 
rector of the VA will have to 
stand up to great pressures. That 
is why,the search for a successor 
is likely to be long drawn out.

‘Ethical Anemia.’

Unless these people can make 
the Germans democratic, there is 
going to be no democracy in Ger- 
many.

Such moral leaders need books 
more than machine tools. Above 
all, they need recognition by West- 
ern leaders and support from 
‘them, Decidedly this does not 
mean that we are to exculpate 
Germany or cry over the Nazis or 
generally try to act as though the 
Germans were not individually 
responsible for the worst crime in 
history. 

It means that we are conscious- 
ily to assist those. Germans who 
individually are either not respon- 
sible, who always opposed Nation- 
al Nazism—or who, having sup- 
ported it, are now sincerely re- 
pentant. 

As I consider it, American Mili- 
tary Government is not giving 
adequate support to these people. 
I know of two instances in which 
individuals of the highest moral 
character were deliberately put 
aside by Military Government de- 
spite the protests of American 
friends who had known them 20 
years, 


Risking Another War. 


One was ousted from a key post 
in a broadcasting station by pro- 
Communists in American uniform. 
Another, who had become an 
American citizen, was dropped be-

Incentives to Reform. 


If I am right, then, what the 
Germans need is not more steel 
but discerning outside support. 

I do not ignore the fact that 
hungry Germans will lack ade- 
qtiate incentive to moral regener- 
ation. Increased steel production, 
under proper control and within 
strict limits, may be desirable. 

But restoring Germany's eco- 
momy is no guarantee /that the 
Germans will become good Etro- 
peans or democrats. 

Only a sort of moral conversion 
can accomplish either, Without 
‘guch conversion, Germany's lapse 
into Nazism or Communism {is al- 
most certain once German power

Here is where reform can frtiit- 
fully start. Our task is to per- 
suade some of those Americans 
to return and work in Germany 
who, having lived in the country, 
can smell a Nazi or a nationalist 
a mile off. These people would 
see to it that “good” Germans are 
helped to contacts with similar 
people in our country. 

Unless Germany is restored spir- 
itually, no amount of materia! re- 
habilitation will save us from a 
horrid choice: keeping the Ger- 
mans permanently helpless or 
risking a third German war.

peace power”: and the atom bomb 
is not enough to make the nation 
secure. 


commander, struck the keynote of 
the fortieth anniversary celebra- 
tion of the A.A.F. when he said a 
nation armed with atom bombs 
and little else would be “an easy 
victim for an aggressor with pow- 
erful striking forces of the ortho- 
dox type, but not a single atom 
bomb.” 
He spoke at a banquet in honor 
of the Air Forces which was given 
by the Air Force Association, 
headed by James H. Doolittle, and 
by the Aero Club of Washington. 
Secretary of Commerce W. Aver- 
ell Harriman told the gathering 
he was “convinced we can keep 
the peace ... if we are ready to 
‘pay the price year in and year 
out.” Part of that price he said 
is the maintenance of adequate 
air power. 

Shrunken B-29 Force. 
Gen. George C. Kenney com- 
mander of strategic air forces 
said in a transcribed radio speech 
in Detroit that “we have right 
now a small hard-hitting outfit 
that is better trained man for 
man than anything we had during 
the war. But while two years 
ago we could put 1000 B-29s over 
a target today we would have to 
scrape the bottom of the barrel 
to put 150 Superforts in the air. 
In San Francisco Gen. H. H. 
Arnold, wartime chief- of the 
Army Air Forces, said here. the 
United States, apparently failing 
to profit from the lessons of 
World War II, is sacrificing its 
security by permitting the dis- 
integration of its air power. 

Arnold declared the destructive 
force of another global conflict 
would be so powerful that “I'm 
doubtful if anybody could win the 
next war.” 

The United States needs to 
maintain a powerful air force, he 
said, ‘not to win the next war, 
but to prevent it.” He ¢aid the 
nation is pursuing a dangerous 
policy of scuttling its armed 
forces, despite the costly lesson 
of the great expense of duilding 
up an Army, Navy and Ajir 
Force to combat strength under 
the stress of war a few years ago. 

“Just replace Russia for Ger- 
many in the headlines of a few 
years back,” he said, “and the pic- 
ture is the same now as it was 
then.” ) 

“Too Much Faith in U.N.” 

A warning that “all of us seem 
to have placed too much faith in 
the United Nations as an instru- 
ment that will secure the peace 
and security we so desire” was 
given by Maj. Gen. Curtis E. Le- 
maq, head of the Army Air Forces 
research program, at Dallas, Tex. 

“This may prove our downfall,” 
he said. The world is waiting for 
a permanent international police 
force from the United Nations, 
“but no such force is yet in. pros- 
pect,” he continued. “This as in 
all other attempts to provide se- 
curity for a wartorn world has 
been blocked by Russia.” 

Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, Army 
chief of staff, added his tribute 
to the force “whose authority 
must be recognized on all conti- 
nents.” 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur radioed 
good wishes from Tokyo, and Gen 
Lucius Clay, United States com- 
mander in Europe, cabled that 
air power provides our one as- 
surance that “this atomic weapon 
produced by American ingenuity 
might not be used against us.”

Roosevelt report said, in effect, 
that Hughes's plane was the only 
one he had found in a nation- 
wide tour which met the specifica- 
tions he had laid down for photo- 
reconnaissance flying in Europe. 

Meyer denied he had talked to 
Roosevelt about the plane, or its 
prototype, the D-2, a plywood ship. 
‘ Ferguson wanted to know if 
Meyer ever visited ‘the White 
House. 

“Twice,” he replied, explaining, 
once as a “guest of Elliott and I 
was a guest at the President’s fu- 
neral.” 

Ferguson wanted to know who 
a “Col. William Irvine was?” 

“He’s just another of the thou- 
sand and one Army and Navy offi- 
cers I entertained during the war,” 
Meyer said quickly. “Elliott 
Roosevelt was just one of them.” 

After identifying a score of 
checks for luncheons and cock- 
tails from five to 12 persons noons 
and evenings, Meyer called atten- 
tion to this one: 

“Lunch—alone, thank God—six 
dollars.” 

Ferguson said Meyer apparently 
regarded entertaining “as work.” 


“Twenty-four hours a day and 
I’m very much underpaid,” the 
witness came back quickly. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
observed that Meyer apparently 
always was stuck with the bills. 

“I never saw anyone else pick 
one up in my entire war,” he re- 
plied as the crowd laughed. 

The inquiry broke up in a row 
later over questions about Selec- 
tive Service deferments for Meyer, 
and Ferguson announced a recess 
until Monday. 

Tom H. Slack, attorney for 
Hughes, protested, “this is no

Ferguson said Meyer is being 
held under subpena for all of next 
week, when Elliott Roosevelt and 
Hughes are scheduled to testify. 

Denial by Meyer. 

Meyer denied he had gone to 
New York from California spe- 
cifically to meet Roosevelt at the 
time of the Aug. 20 parties in 
New York night clubs,

“five years and five million dol- 
lars” perfecting the F-11 and it 
appeared to have the “range, 
speed, altitude and performance” 
required for the special phoio 
work in which Roosevelt had been 
engaged in combat theaters.

In 1944, Meyer listed expenditures 
of $2304.74 for parties for Roose- 
velt and his friends, with $698.65 
spent in 1945. 

Meyer’s entertainment of Roose- 
velt began in August 1943, the ex- 
pense vouchers showed. 

One of the early vouchers under 
the Roosevelt listing, dated Aug. 
22, read: 

“Dinner party, Monte Carlo Club,

Leon and Eddies, 


“Dinner, 
$78.00. 

“Presents for two girls, $75.00.” 
Meyer has testified in closed 


sessions that he paid New York 
and Hollywood girls as much as 
$125 to go to dinner with him and 
his guests. He said’he often gave 
them -expensive presents, some- 
times cash. 

Wants Guests Named. 

The records were introduced as 
Ferguson called on Meyer to name 
the Army officers and Govern- 
ment officials he took night club- 
bing in Hughes’s behalf. 

“IT don’t want to smear anybody, 
but this fellow testified that he 
spent this money,” Ferguson said. 

In secret tegtimony earlier, 
Meyer listed Secretafty of the In- 
terior Krug, Gov. Mon Wallgren of 
Washington and many high Army 
officers as among those he enter- 
tained. Krug has denied being at 
some of the parties where Meyer 
said the Cabinet member was 
present. 

Although the_ entertainment 
angle held the spotlight today, 
there was ‘a promise of further 
fireworks when Chairman Brew- 
ster, of the full committee and 
Hughes line up across the com- 
mittee table. 

Hughes announced last night 
that he will leave Los Angeles 
Monday on a two-day flight here 
to appear before the committee 
Wednesday, 

‘ “In case Senator Brewster is 
interested,” Hughes said in a 
statement distributed by his pub- 
licity office, “I have gone away 
for the weekend to get a little 
rest.” 

Deputy Marshal Seeks Him. 

The statement came as a dep- 
uty United States marshal, armed 
with a subpena for Hughes's ap- 
pearance “forthwith” before the 
committee, sought the plane 
manufacturer in Los Angeles. 

Brewster blasted back yester- 
day at -Hughes’s assertion he 
would ask the Department of Jus- 
tice to inquire into Brewster's 
possible connection with Pan- 
American Airways. Hughes 
charged earlier this week that 
Brewster offered to call off the 
inquiry if a merger of Pan 
American and Trans World Air- 
lines, which Hughes largely owns, 
could be brought about. 

In a statement, Brewster said 
that “if there were a word of 
truth in the charges now being 
made by Howard Hughes they 
should have been presented to the 
Attorney General last February at 
the time of the alleged proposal. 

“One does not wait six months 
where a blackmail charge is in- 
volved. I will welcome the most 
thorough exploration of this 
charge by the Attorney General in 
justice to aijl concerned.” 

A Department of Justice of- 
ficial said last night that the de- 
partment has not yet received any 
request from Hughes for an in- 
vestigation of Brewster. 

Brewster offered to waive his 
rights as a Senator and appear be- 
fore the committee as a witness 
after Hughes testifies. 

General's Testimony. 

The committee had heard previ- 
ously from Maj, Gen. Oliver P. 
Echols that Roosevelt had picked 
Hughes's F-11 plane as the best 
for photo-reconnaissance work in 
1943 after Air Force experts had 
rejected it. Echols, now retired, 
was wartime chief of the Aijr 
Corps material command. > 

This action, the committee was 
told, resulted in reversal within 
a week by Gen. H. H. Arnold, then 
chief of the Air Force, of an 
order to drop negotiations with 
Hughes for purchage of the plane. 

Hughes later got an order for 
100 of the ships, which finally 
was reduced to two at a cost, 
Ferguson said, of about $22,000,- 
000 to the Government. 

In San Francisco, Arnold con- 
firmed last night his order for 
the 100 planes, with the observa- 
tion, “Hindsight and second guess- 
ing seem to be in orden” 

“Hindsight is all very well, but 
at that time they wanted planes 
and wanted them fast,” Arnold 
told reporters. 

The committee learned that 
within a month after Arnold ap- 
proved a contract, an Air Force 
officer predicted that it probably 
would “draw congressional atten- 
tion and possibly public criticism 
upon the Army Air Forces.” 

The prediction was made, Fer- 
guson disclosed, by Maj, Gen. 
Charles E. Branshaw, in com- 
mand in 1943 of the Wright Field 
(O.) procurement center. 

Brig. Gen. Franklin O. Carroll, 
former chief of the engineering 
base at Wright Field, told the 
committee that he opposed the 
contract with Hughes, but was 
overriden as a result of Elliott 
Roosevelt’s recommendation. 

Roosevelt said in Boston yester- 
day he will be available here Mon- 
day to “say my piece.” 

Ferguson, in brief questioning 
of Meyer yesterday, asked if the 
latter ever had entertained any- 
body, turned in an expense ac- 
count, and then rebated part of 
the money to his guests. 

“Absolutely not,” Meyer replied. 
He said he never “padded” an 
expense account, but said maybe 
he should have because his salary 
was so low and he had to work 
24 hours a day.

GENEVA, Aug., 2 (By Wireless). 
—There is one political question 
in Spain today which overshadows 
all others. That question is 
whether thé Spanish people may 
be brought into any society of na- 
tions which believes in freedom 
and democracy without another 
blood bath, similar to that of 
1936-'39, involving the massacre of 
priests, the burning of churches 
and the death of another 1,000,000 
persons, either in civil war or in 
savage vendettas. 

It is doubt about that question 
which leads so many of the Span- 
ish middle class and the nation’s 
intellectuals to accept regretfully 
the tyranny of Generalissimo: 
Francisco Franco's government 
rather than risk a repetition of ex- 
periences too recent to be remem- 
bered without revulsion. It is doubt 
about that which leads others to 
pray for some restoration of a lim- 
ited monarchy, such as Spain for- 
sook in 1931, to last throught years 
enough to educate Spaniards in 
ideals of liberty and tolerance 
which are now practically non- 
existent in that country. 

The Caudillo, who worst 
enemies will admit he is as shrewd 
a politician as any, plays on these 
doubts and fears of his people in 
his every utterance and in all his 
propaganda. It is “Generalissimo 
Franco of Bolshevism,” or “Gen- 
eralissimo Franco or Commu- 
nism.” Are conditions bad in his 
country? He blames the malad- 
ministration of Spain during 50 
years before his arrival. But it is 
principally as the defender of 
Roman Catholicism in the crusade 
against the enemies of religion 
that Franco takes his stand, 
and apparently awaits with con- 
fidence that day when the rest of 
the Western world will call on 
his aid in a wer against the So- 
viet Union and hail him as a 
prophet. 

Aided by Hierarchy. 

In taking this position he is 
abetted openly by most of the 
hierarchy of the Church of Rome 
within Spain, to which he has 
‘given the monopoly of public 
worship within the country 
through his “Code for Spaniards,” 
bequeathed as a constitution for 
the nation on June 17, 1945, and 
imposed on his successors by the 
recent “law of succession.” 

The sixth article of the consti- 
tution says: The profession and 
practice of the Catholic religion, 
which is the religion of the Span- 
ish state, will enjoy official pro- 
tection. No one will be molested 
for his religious beliefs, nor for 
private adherence to his code. 
No public ceremonies or manifest- 
ations will be permitted to any 
religion other than the Catholic 
religion. 

In other words, a man 0or 
woman in Spain may believe pri- 
vately in any religion he pleases, 
but communicants of no faith 
other than the Roman Catholic 
will be permitted to hold public 
meetings or ceremonies. 

Whatever may be the position 
of Roman Catholics in the United 
States, Great Britain or elsewhere 
concerning ideals of human free- 
dom of liberty, the church in 
Spain has taken its position 
firmly against them. It does not 
believe in freedom of conscience, 
freedom of the press or freedom 
of assembly. It condemns these 
three things specifically in all its 
school catechisms as the product 
of “liberalism,” which it also con- 
demns. It does not believe in 
freedom of education, It is not 
merely Communism, which the 
church fn Spain is condemning. 

It also condemns “Protestant- 
ism, Socialism, Modernism and 
Masonry,” It is well known 
throughout Spain that Franco is 
a devout and pious churchman. 
He is generally considered there 
to be absolutely sincere in his 
devotion, He is absolutely his 
church's man, and the church has 
almost a monopoly over the edu- 
cation of Spaniards, but not quite. 
A few foreign schools have been 
permitted to exist separately to 
give to a few of the Spaniards 
who can afford it some courses 
which are apparently too “mod- 
ern” for the church schools to 
permit, 

To understand only in part what 
is happening in Franco's Spain, 
Americans would have to go back 
in their memories to the early 
days of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, when Puritan bigots in 
Protestant pulpits drove Roger 
Williams into the founding of 
Rhode Island and the saintly 
Anne Hutchinson to her death 
among the Indians. What is hap- 
pening in Spain today, after a 
lapse of 300 years since those 
early Puritan excesses, is the at- 
tempt of a single church to main- 
tain a monopoly over the instruc- 
tion of an entire people and there- 
by control their thoughts. 

Generals Back Church. 

In Franco the church has found 
an able servant, and in the gener- 
als of his army it has found con- 
genial allies. To an outsider the 
weaknesses in this set-up would 
appear to be several. In the first 
place I am informed by foreirn 
Catholics in Spain that tyranny, 
backed by the clergy, in that 
country has brought about a not- 
able increase in anti-clericalism. 
In the second, I am informed that 
by its alliance with the great land- 
lords and capitalists who give the 
people “a very hard time,” the 
church has become the very sym-

ISCUSSIONS are in progress 
at the White House about the 
course President Truman 
ought to adopt in the compara- 
tively quiet interlude of the next 
few months.

But quarters familiar with the 
State of the world are greatly re- 
assured by the Truman attitude.

His apparent determination this 
summer is to keep a firm hand.

Gen. Emmett O’Donnell flew 
from Japan to Chicago in 25 hours 
and 45 minutes in September 1945. 

On the takeoff from Tokyo, 
each plane weighed 132,000 
pounds, near capacity. Yet with 
the expertness in navigation and 
long-range flying technique which 
have been drilled into the Eighth 
Air Force—America’s atom bomb 
carrier—the crews. were able to 
make their two 3500-mile hops 
with ample fue] reserves. 

There is a new superfort com- 
ing—the B-50, also a Boeing plane. 
It has more range, speed and 
bomb load. In circumstances like 
yesterday's, it easily could have 
gone on to Bermuda, according to 
Air Forces officers. 

Also being built are 100 B-36s, 
six-engine bombers that could 
have made the Tokyo-Washington 
trip without refueling at all, and 
have traveled 300 miles farther.

DRAFT VIOLATORS STILL 
“PROSECUTED, SAYS U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Justice Department officials said 
today the policy of prosecuting all 
known, willful selective service 
violators continues in “full force” 
although the draft law has ex- 
pired,

U.S. MOVIES CALLED

MOSCOW, Aug. 2 (AP)—Sergei 
M, Eisenstein, Russian motion pic- 
ture director, says Hollywood 
movies are slick devices to make 
every United ‘States citizen an 
obedient servant of “monopoly 
capitalism” and the “imperialist 
system.” 

Eisenstein, writing In the issue 
of the magazine Culture and Life, 
out yesterday, declared that this 
thesis was proved by the examples 
of “Going My Way,” “Anna and 
the King of Siam” and “Drag- 
onwyck,.” 

He said that “Anna and the 
King of Siam” was “propaganda 
for colonial policy” and _ that 
“Dragonwyck” and “Going My 
Way” neatly sidestepped criticism 
of the social system; the latter by 
trying to prove “that juvenile de- 
linquency can best be liquidated, 
hot by altering the social condi- 
tions fostering it, but by group re- 
ligious singing.” 

Eisenstein, conceding that Holly- 
wood moviemaking was “techni- 
cally superior,” said that other- 
wise it was in dark contrast to 
what he called “the honest Soviet 
cinema, ... the art of the people.” 

Eisenstein directed the film now 
showing in the United States 
under the title, “Ivan the Ter- 
rible.” Eisenstein himself was 
criticized in Culture and Life a 
year ago for producing films de- 
clared insufficiently akin to the 
Soviet requirements of art and 
contrary to Soviet interpretation 
of history. 


“BiG JOE” SALTIS FORMER 
BEER BARON, DIES PENNILESS

Bother Film Stars

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 2.

JIMMY CAGNEY ... assorted woes: 

NO PLANES OR BOATS. Last week a fa- 
mous actress was about to sign on the dotted 
line to play the star part in an adaptation of a 
best-seller. The producer finally mentioned 
something about the airplane sequences. The 
deal was off at oncé. The actress confessed that 
she was plane-shy, couldn't ride one without be- 
coming violently ill. Even the mock planes used 
on studio stages wouldn't help, either. The gen- 
tle rolling of the phony craft, set up on saw- 
horses, had the same effect. 

This was no rarity. The town is full of big- 
name actors who can't go one thing or another 
—most of them very simple. There are per- 
sonalities who have horrible fear of the water, 
some shudder at the sight of firearms, horses 
are the pet aversion of others, and a hundred 
and one assorted situations arise to torment and 
rob players of good roles. 
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JIMMY CAGNEY steers clear of airplane and 
ship sequences because both modes of travel 
make him ill. And this in spite of the fact that 
Jimmy, many years ago, starred in what is still 
remembered as one of the most thrilling aerial 
movies of all time. It was “Ceiling Zero,” and, 
while Cagney was shown careening through 
foggy skies and making one dangerous take-off 
and landing after another, he really never once 
got off the ground. And Jimmy owns a yacht, 
but seldom goes aboard. 

Several feminine stars become ill in the pres- 
ence of horses, dogs or other four-footers and, 
with the fresh wave of Westerns and animal 
films under way, this proves a serious drawback. 

Barbara Stanwyck, who loves horses and once 
owned a stable of her own, is still allergic to 
the beasts. She has made several features with 
horses around, and has even ridden them, but 
always pays the penalty for weeks. 

Dale Evans was the happiest actress in town 
when she got her release ffom the Roy Rogers 
cowpoke epics. Stories went out that Dale 
wanted to go in for high-powered dramatic parts. 
She did. But what she wanted most of all was 
to get away from those horses. They, a even 
Trigger wasn't exempt, made her sneeze. 
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WHEN BEAUTIFUL Evelyn Keyes joined Co- 
lumbia a couple of years back they cast her at 
once for an outdoor woman—a breeder of thor- 
oughbreds, in fact. First day on the horsy sét, 
Miss Keyes became sick. After severa) starts, 
with the same result, she was taken out of the 
picture. Doctors finally tracked down the cause: 
A horse allergy. , 

Now living on a ranch with her husband, Di- 
rector John Huston—who insists on keeping 
horses—Evelyn requires two “shots” weekly to 
overcome the nuisance. A scene in her current 
film, “The Mating of Millie,” showing the heroine 
crowning a winning horse at Hollywood Park, 
‘had to be deleted from the script for obvious 
reasons, 

Lights are still a source of great annoyance 
to dozens of players, although the ones in use 
now are not nearly so hard on the eyes as the 
old-fashioned kleigs of silent days. Still, many 
actresses are forced to favor their orbs in every 
possible way, and camera setups are often 
shifted about to reduce the glare on the sensi- 
tive ones. Joan Bennett attributes much of her 
poor vision to light strain from brightly illumi- 
nated film sets. 
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ACROPHOBIA has worked embarrassing and 
extreme hardships on many a star. One big- 
time Western actor is in a most peculiar spot, 
He can't ride his fdmous horse over a hilltop 
more than 100 feet high without becoming pink- 
gilled. The studio circumvents this situation by 
means of double exposures. The cowboy star 
romps in front of slick scenic effects which give 
the illusion of great mountainous heights. 


Cornel Wilde is another stalwart who becomes 
dizzy atop a four-story building. He also doesn't 
like elevators. Recently, when he was appear- 
ing with Linda Darnell in “Forever Amber,” they 
wanted to show the two Jovers romancing in a 
beautiful location spot in the Hollywood Hills. 


It was 200 feet up and perched close to a 
steep drop. Wilde tried to do his job, but soon 
gave up. They hastily revised plans and Cornel 
and Linda clinched on level terra firma. A little 
less pleasing to the eye, perhaps, but much more 
comfortable for the star. 
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SCENES WHERE firearms are used always 
give directors plenty of trouble. That's because 
someone on the set is invariably gunshy and 
winces at the explosions, The males are all right 
in this respect, but recently there’s been a deluge 
of melodramas in which the lady star rubs out 
one or two people in the cast. And women who 
can point a gun and fire it without blinking or 
shaking—regardiess of how diligently they re- 
hearse—are scarce items. 

Bette Davis, for example, has pulled the trig- 
ger on more men in her movies than have most 
veroines, and yet she shudders at the sight of 
firearms. The Davis eyes squint noticeably as 
the gun flashes. 

Joan Crawford, in “Mildred Pierce” and “Pos- 
sessed,” used a gun for killing purposes, but she 
trembles at the thought of the weapons. Joan 
always insists that the power charge be greatly 
reduced in any blank cartridge she is expected 
to fire. 

Many another star is afflicted with phobias 
and tics: only movie scripts haven’t popped up, 
as yet, to bring their own particular little mis- 
eries out in the open. But they live in constant 
fear that such a day of revelation will come.

East’s two-diamond double was 
correct, because it asked for a 
takeout, but his double of three 
diamonds was dangerous. True, 
it was well rewarded, but that 
was due almost entirely to the 
declarer’s bad play. 

West opened the spade 10. 
Dummy’s ace was put up and a 
low diamond was led toward the 
closed hand. East, of course, 
played the three-spot and declarer 
went up with the king, dropping 
West's 10. The king and queen of 
clubs were then led, East ruffed 
the second round, cashed his three 
top hearts and his spade hing, 
then led another spade. Declarer 
ruffed, but still had to concede 
two tricks to East’s ace and jack 
of diamonds. Down three! 

Observe the difference if logic 
had been brought to bear on this 
situation. East's double of three 
diamonds having located the dia- 
mond length and strength, the 
markedly correct play at the sec- 
ond trick was not a low diamond 
to the king, but the diamond 
queen from dummy. Wast could 
do no better than win with the 
ace, cash his three top hearts and 
his spade king, and exit with 
either a spade or a club.

origin of this saying refers 

really to the old proverb that 
“Barking dogs don’t bite.” This 
proverb is found in Latin, Italian, 
French and German, as well as in 
English, where it has been re- 
corded in literature since the thir- 
teenth century. 

Under date of 1275 the saying is 
found in the Proverbs of Alfred, 
in the Old English which is now 
almost unintelligible. 

By 1539 we find it in another 
old collection of proverbs in this 
form: “Fearful dogges do barke 
the sorer.” 

A half century later the words 
began to approach the expression 
with which we are familiar: 

“A barking doth seldom astran- 
gers bite.” 

The conception underlying the 
proverb is probably the bellef— 
and its authenticity must be left 
to the experts on the subject— 
that dogs in their wild state, who 
do bite, never bark; they are sup- 
posed to growl or howl or even 
whine, but not to bark. It is the 
domesticated dog who barks, as 
his substitute for speech, and he 
seldom bites!

OILING HOT WATER baths, 
B rressure cookers or other 

large kettles used in canning 
or preserving cause enamel on the 
range surrounding the heating 
unit to get hot enough to discolor 
and crack or craze. Many ranges 
are now built so the heating units 
are a little above the enamel level 
providing better air circulation 
which protects the enamel. Old 
ranges with units and enamel on 
same level can provide protection 
by slipping under edge of unit four 
tabs cut from asbestos shingle 
about one-fourth inch thick and 
two inches square and placed 
equal distances apart. Placing «a 
metal rack above the units or an 
asbestos collar all around them 
only aggravates the condition. 
Higher heat is required to keep 
kettle boiling with a rack and «4 
collar. holds the heat. Engineers 
find the temperatures obtained 
when tabs are used to be 368, when 
a rack is used to be 477 and with 
an asbestos collar 476. The last 
two temperatures injure the enam- 
el, but the first one does not, 

Watermelon Pickles. 

Seven pounds prepared water- 
melon rind, one cup salt, one gal 
lon water, five pounds sugar, three 
cups cider vinegar, one-half tea- 
spoon oil of cloves, one-half tea- 
spoon oil of cinnamon. 

Cut watermelon rind into one to 
one and one-half inch strips. Peel 
away the green skin and pink 
flesh. Cut into diamond or square 
shaped . pieces. Weigh seven 
pounds into a large glass or enam- 
el container. Mix salt and water 
and pour over rind and let stand 
over night. In morning, drain, 
cover with cold water, heat to 
boiling, then cook gently until 
tender, or about one and one-half 
hours. Drain well. Combine sugar 
and vinegar and oil of cloves and 
cinnamon and heat to boiling, then 
boil for five minutes, add rind and 
heat slowly again to boiling point. 
Remove from heat, cover and let 
stand overnight. Reheat for three 
consecutive days. After reheating 
to boiling the last day, pack into 
hot, sterilized jars, filling jars to 
one-half inch from the top and 
making sure the syrup covers the 
pickles. Seal.
